The Question of Mowers. 








The failure of the Committee on Agricultural Im- 
plements to agree in relation tothe premiums on Mow- 
ers, at the late exhibition of the New England Society 
at Providence, R. L., is a fact as significant as it is im- 
portant, and one which brings the question of mowing 
machines more prominently before the farmers of New 
England than ever before, and as such demands some 

notice. 

The manufacturers of all kinds of implements are 
anxious that the merits of their wares shall be recog- 
nized, and if they are awarded a premium it undoubt- 
ly assists the sales of the machines in question. But 
often, as we have reason to believe, efforts by no means 
fair are resorted to, in order to obtain a premium— 
but in such instances we should always distrust the 
parties manufacturing the machines, even if the arti- | 





cle itself was a good one. We know that at the New | 
England Fair, at Concord, N. H., two years ago, an | 
effort was made to buy up the committee in favor of a | 
certain mowing machine, but the thing did not suc- | 
ceed; we judge, however, that the failure to agree at | 
Providence, did not arise from this cause. A new 

machine, a Rhode Island invention we believe, the 


Perry Mower, which has indeed many good qualitits, | 


and which is destined to become a leading machine, + 


without doubt, had something to do with the action of 
the committee, consequently a field trial was deemed | 
necessary in order to properly test the machines before | 
awards were made, a measure both judicious and sen- 
sible. Such machines can indeed only be judged from | 
the actual work they can perform. 

Now the fact is, the principle of nearly all mowing 
machines—the Dirigo, we believe, alone excepted—is 
the same, and they differ only 1n the manner in which 
that principle is applied, and in a few other unimport- | 
ant particulars. It remains to be seen, perhaps, | 
whether the Dirigo succeeds; but few machines were | 
put in the field this season, with what results we 
have not learned. It has been said that the principle 
of the cam motive power, as im the case of the Dirigo 
machine, was adopted by some of the early inventors 
of mowers, and abandoned. If such was the case, we 
hardly see why it will work any better now. How- 
ever, there is abundance of grass to cut in Maine, and 
if the Dirigo can cut its share, we shall be glad. 
Aside from this machine, the mowers most in use in 
this State, are the Buckeye, Union, Wood, Cayuga 
Chief, Clipper, Koiffin, and Granite State. Other 
late patents are being introduced, but the above have 
been tested by our farmers for several years and are 
well known. Of the Monitor, Columbian, &c., we 
know personally but very little. 

The above are all good machines. The Union has 
in previous years, been sold toa great extent in this 
State, and has given good satisfaction. During the 
past two years we judge the sales have been less, and 
that other machines have rather taken precedence of 
it. The Buckeye machine won the first prize at the 
trial of mowers held under the auspices of the New 
York State Agricultural Sooiety, in 1866, but it ap-| 
pears from the report of the committee that while this 
machine, according to the dynamometer showed a draft 
of 180.56 pounds, the Wood machine showed a draft of 
186.74 pounds, but while the former cut bat three feet 
nine and a half inches, the latter cut four feet three 
aod a half inches, thas making a considerable differ- | 
ence. The Buckeye has one advantage peculiar to it- 
self, and which goes a long ways in its favor. | We al- 
lude to the folding bar.

The Owner of the Soil. 


No man is so independent as he who is the actual 
possessor of the soil. No matter if he be but the 
owner of a small garden, he is conscious that it is his, 
He cultivates it with the idea that he is the rightful 
owner, and makes his improvements accordingly. He 
plants a tree and it grows larger every year, and when 
he may least expect it he sees it loaded with fruit. 
Here is a source of infinite pleasure to him. 

The man who has & farm of his own receives ali he 
raises from it. He who hires a farm only receives a 
portion of it. We can never bear to see a man labor- 
ing for others without a remuueration, and it is an in- 
teresting feature of New England farming that we 
have small farms as well as large ones.

We were never so forcibly strack with this fact as 
while reading the notes of Bro. Judd of the American 
Agriculturist, in his notes of travel recently through 
Ireland. It unfolded the secret at once of Ereland’s 
distress, and of the desire of so many of her people to 
emigrate to America. Hear him:— 

**During the last four days I have through 
the entire length of the “Emerald Isle’”’—a distance 
of full three hundred miles as we traveled—and stop- 
ped nearly a day each at Dublin and Belfast. I con- 
fess, I have fallen in love with the country. You need 
never think of Ireland as a poor barren country. No- 
where in America can you travel three hundred miles 
and see so beautiful, so fertile, and so well cultivated 
a region as that I have just traversed. With few ex- 
ceptions there is a succession of thoroughly tilled fields, 
clothed with luxuriant crops. I suppose there are 
barren sections on the island, but I have not seen 
them. The farther we came north, the more beauti- 
ful has the country appeared, and right here, away up 
to the very shores of the Northern Qvean, as far north 
as Hudson’s Bay in America, the farms fairly rival in 
beauty and Juxuriance, and culture, the finest 
regions of South eastern Pennsylvania, or the Genesee 
Valley in Western New York. The living hedges, in- 
stead of fences, of course increase the attractiveness 
of the raral scenery. Had I not seen scores, if not 
hundreds, of beggars, everywhere in the streets of the 
towns [ have pagsed through, I should wonder greatly 
whence come the millions of that have flocked 
from these shores to our own . There is another

This question of wood or iron 
frames to mowers, was made something of a point in 
the trial at Auburn, in 1866, the committee deciding 
in favor of wooden frames, for the following reasons : 
the iron frames are more easily, and therefore more 
frequently broken than wooden ones; weak spots and 
flaws are more easily concealed from the knowledge of 
the manufacturer and purchaser; if the wooden ones 
are broken, the broken parts are more easily and cheap- 
ly replaced than when made of iron; the elasticity of 
wood is more favorable to the successful working of 
the machine, then the rigidity of iron; it makes less 
jar and noise, and the nuts do not work loose so quick- 
ly, while it is also lighter and therefore draws easier. 
Again, another objection to this mower is, that it has 
a rear cut. The Wood machine, introduced into this 
State during the past few years, until this season, have 
been from the Ames Manufacturing Company, but this 
year they have chiefly come directly from the main 
works of the company of Hoosick Falls, N..¥.. We 
have used one of these machines this year, and while 
we are not prepared to ‘say that it is better than any 
other machine, we can say it has worked 
and given perfect satisfaction. More we could not ask 
of any machine. Of onething we are also 
that ‘thie Wood machines from the works in New York 
State, show better work, better material and. better 
finish than we have seen in any other machines brought 
nto Maine, and we have-carefully compared them with 
oll the prominent mowers now used.

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The trial of plows, cultivators, harrows and other 
agrioulturaM@fnplements, under direction of the N. Y. 
State Agricultural Society, which was postponed from 
last spring, took place at Utica, N. Y., commencing 
the 11th of Sept. and continuing six days. The com- 
mittee consisted of Hon. J. Stanton Gould, of Hudson, 
Chairman; Prof. Benj. Pierce, of Cambridge; Hon. 
Elisha Potter, Kingston, R. I.; Henry Waterman, 
Hudson, N. Y.; Peter Orispell, Kingston, N. Y.; Jo- 
seph McGraw, Jr., Dryden, N. ¥.; with the President 
and Secretary of the Society, Gen. Patrick and Col. 
B. P. Johnson. There were but few plows entered for 
trial, and several were brought out for exhibition only. 
The Country Gentleman, assigos as a reason for the 
small number of implements present that this being 
but @ continuation of last spring’s trial, the regula- 
tions did not admit of new entries being made, and 
that but a very small portion of the numerous excel- 
lent plows, now made throughout the country, are pa- 
tented; and the manufacturers would derive but little 
benefit from premiums, as the higher the commenda- 
tion, the more numerous would become the imitators, 
without any protection to the original devisors and 
makers. Altogether, there were but fifteen plows en- 
tered in the various classes decided upon by the com- 
mittee, together witha considerable number of cultiva- 
tors, harrows potato diggers, &c. We find the name 
of but one Maine exhibitor, Mr, N. Hawks, of Appleton 
who was present with a single horse cultivator. The 
swivel plow entered by F. F, Holbrook of Boston, and 
also the Universal plow likewise entered by the same 
party, were severely tested and performed to the satis- 
faction of all. Of the machine entered by Mr. Hawks 
—and which we are glad to learn is a Maine inven- 
tion—is thus mentioned by Mr. Willard of the Utica 
Herald: “Tne Eureka combined cultivator, hoer, 
ditcher, and planter, entered by N. Hawks, inventor 
and patentee. This machine was tried Saturday after- 
noon, and its draft was very light and easy; so light 
that @ boy could guide it and one horse draw it with- 
out trouble. By asimple driving wheel between the 
mould-board in front, the machine is easily changed 
from one row or from one field to another. The dis- 
tribution of seed in hills, as eorn and potatoes, can be 
regulated to four, six, eight, sixteen, and thirty-two 
inches apart. The machine pulverizes the soil most 
thoroughly. It hills as well as pulverizes by the same 
operation, and is adapted to both stubble and green- 
sward. Itis said to exceed the most sanguine expeo- 
tions of farmers who have used it.’’ 

On the fifth day of the trial, the implement of Mr. 
Hawks was tried as a potato digger. It turned them 
out in good shape and of course very much faster than 
could be done by hand. It was also tested as a sur- 
face ditcher and did good work. The report of the 
judges announcing the awards of premiums has not 
yet been made. In reference to the trial and its re- 
sults Mr. Willard, agricultural editor of the Utica 
Herald, and well known to our readers asa judi-| 
cious sgricultural writer, has the following : 

“The trial can be said to be a most suceessful one as 









far as testing the different implements entered is con- 
cerned. The principles of draught, which were never 
before understood, have received most careful atten- 
tion from the judges. In this particular at least, the 
trial which has just closed can be said to have been 
more successful than any previous one. Never before | 
has the Society possessed the requisite instrument for ; 
measuring the draught of an implement. The dy- 
namometer employed at the late trial, we are told, cost 
the Society 500 dollars for its simple use. It is the 
invention of H. Waterman, Esq., of Hudson, New 
York, and is the only one ever made. Its operation 
was most satisfactory to th: judges. By its use the 
comparative draught of the implements was placed be-

. Bor the Maine Farmer. 
A New Brunswick Orchard, 


Messzs. Eprrors :—Fruit in this Province 
has, untit recently, received but fittle attention. The 
climate is pot very well to apples, and where 
the late springs and cold fogs prevail, the farmers are 
not much inclined to leave their favorite lumbering 
operations, or clearing wild land, to plant apple trees. 
Passing up the St. John river, above Frederakton, the 
valley or slopes of the river bauke goutain some ex- 
cellent soil for orchards, and frequently a few native 
trees are seen looking well, and as productive as most 
of theorchards. An extensive orchard has been start- 
ed by J, McGibbon, who devotes considerable atien- 
tion to rearing hardy trees. ro 

At Woodstock, [ was invited tg visit the orchard 
owned by L. P. Fisher, Esq., which, I think, excells 
any other in the Province, in fact, | have not seen an 
orchard of small trees 0 heavily ladened with rich fruit 
among all that I have visi.ed between Nova Scotia and 
New York. Here are four hundred trees set sixteen 
and a half feet apart, and covering two and five-eighths 
acres. Seven years ago the laud was wild, covered 
with spruce and cedar trees and bushes. The soil va- 
ries from hard and rocky, to a sandy loam, and along 
one side extending into a *“*heath,’’ where some of the 
trees had died. ‘There are three spur drains through 
toacedar swamp. The idea of making a fruitful 
orchard on this almost barren spot, originated with 
Frank Sharp, who may safely challenge the Province 
in experimental and practical knowledge of fruit- 
growing in this climate, he having devoted his time 
and energy to raising nursery trees and proving the 
adaptation of hundreds of varieties to this country. 
He selected these trees from his nurseries, where they 
had been grafted and well formed. Some were in a 
bearing condition (although small.) They were re- 
moved carefully to this urchard four and five years ago. 
He has applied thirty cords of coarse stable manure 
every spring, plowing it in from four to eight inches 

eep, has cultivated the lind with potatoes, beans aud 
garden vegetables, obtaining heavy crops, and this 
season his an acre of potatoes. estimated to yield two 
hundred bushels, two thousand cabbages (lurge and 
nice) and has harvested one huudred and twenty bush- 
els to cucumbers from the ground. 

Now for the fruit. The varieties are mostly Duch- 
ess of Oldenburg or ‘‘New Brunswicker,’’ Alexander, 
Red Astrachan, and Famweuse. The ‘New Bruns- 
wicker’’ excells all others in productiveness; trees two 
inches in diameter bearing one barrel each—many 
have split down with the weight of fruit, and some 

ropped branches have broken beyond the supports. 
t was a rich scene to look at the seventy barrels just 
put up, (quite equal in size, beauty and fragrance, to 
lots exhivited in the Buston markets,) while the un- 
gathered trees were bending so low with fruit that 
most of it could be picked from the ground. 

Mr. Sharp kindly gave me some specimens which [ 
hope to leave at the Farmer office. One Alexander 
apple now measures thirteen inches, and weighs twelve 
and three-quarter ounces, although yet unripe, as they 
will grow two or three weeks longer. Mr. Sharp has 
grown one that weighed eighteen ounces and measur- 
ed five inches in diameter. He hus proved these two 
varieties mentioned, as the most hardy, productive and 
profitable for this latitude (about 49 degrees) where 
the Baldwin will hardly live long enough to blossom. 
The présent crop is estimated at one hundred and 
thirty barrels, worth $4 in gold, per barrel. If any 
other New Brunswick or New England orchardist can 
give as good returns from his trees in so short a time 
from setting, he must be more than Sharp in the 
business. x.

Those 
farmers who were so fortunate as to be present strong- | 
ly expressed their gratification at all they witnessed. | 
These return to their homes much better prepxred 
to pursue the science of agriculture than their neigh- | 
bors who remaiped away. They will use the best 
plows, the best harrows, the best cultivators because | 
they saw such in operation and can select from those | 
exhibited, using as a criterion their own judgment as | 
well as that of the judges.’’

Answers to Queries. 


Garcet. (Inexperienced Farmer.) We ha e re- 
cently had several inquiries concerning garget in cows, 
and from these, and some late experience of our own, 
are convinced it is more general among cows than any 
other disease and that in nearly every case it is the re- 
sult of carelessness on the part of those having the 








care of them. The inflamation of the udder, common- 
ly known as garget is generally caused by the cow’s| 
having taken cold, but often it occurs in young cows | 
after calving and not unfrequently from their not be- | 
ing milked clean. Prevention is better than cure. | 
Give the cow good care, do not allow her to lie out of | 
doors during the night or through a cold rain storm, 

be very careful to milk clean and give good, whole. 

some, nourishing food. If, however, you find the ud- 

der caking up with every indication of garget, or if, 

as is the case of our querist above, bloody milk comes 

from one or more of the teats a different course must 

be taken. Often, rubbing the udder two or three 

times with lard or sweet oil will allay the inflamation, 

and with great care in milking, the udder will retarn 

to its nornial condition in a day or two. Should this 
not prove effectual, and if the udder indicates a large 
amount of fever, bathe with a wash consisting of eight 
ounces of vinegar, and two ounces of spirits of cam- 

phor, the whole thoroughly mixed and applied just af- 
ter milking, care being taken to wash it off with warm 

water before milking again.

Feeding Barleg to Horses. 


Messrs, Eprrors :—O. W. True in Farmer of Sept. 
12th, wishes me to give some reason or resemblance of 
a reason, why barley meal ig more apt to cause humor 
in horses, when fed upon it, than when fed upon the 
whole grain. Now 1am not a ready writer or much 
of a scholar, and may not be able to express myself 
on paper so that your correspondent will understand 
me; but will try. If he will take a handful of barley 
meal in his hand he will find that it is of a sticky na- 
ture. Let him shake it gontly and bo will find that 
it will not fall apart like Indian meal, but will adhere 
together and become harder a#fi-close. Now a horse 
eating barley meal not cooked, will swallow it fast and 
it will lay heavy in his stomach and be hard to digest, 
hence humors and a bad state of the blood. A horse 
fed on the whole barley, if he does not swallow it 
whole, must of necessity eat it slow and chew it, which 
mixes saliva all through it, and the doctors tell us that 
saliva helps digestion, consequently it will digest easier 
than the meal which will not be so well mixed with 
saliva. If I was to feed barley meal to horses [ should 
want it to be cooked, which makes a great difference 
in the digestion of any kind of food, either for man 
or beast.

The attention of the Municipal Officers of the sev- 
eral cities and towns of Maine, is respectfully invited 
to the following statement and suggestions: 

Response to the Hydrographic Circular No. 3, is de- 
sired from every city, town and plantation in the 
State; and equally, whether it has no water-power, 
small water-power, or large; whether the power is all 
used, partially used, or not at all. 

It is obvious that the Commission cannot proceed in- 


surveys, prior to the receipt of answers to the inquir- 
ies embodied in the vircular referred to; fur in a few 
localities, adequate surveys have already been made, 
in many partially made; whereas in none is it desira- 
ble that the State appropriation should be drawn upon 
for the determination of facts already ascertained. 

It is bel ved that it will be greatly for the interest 
of every town possessed of water-power, to be repre- 
sented in this year’s Report, which as the first publi- 
cation of an enterprise quite uuique in character, will 
be likely to receive more attention than any subsequent 
issue, and wihch will widely advertise the water power 
represt nted in it, namely, that water-power respect- 
ing which we have the means and facts furnished for 
its suitable exhibition. 

The Secretary is happy to state that all information 
required for our purposes from experts, beyond State, 
hydrological, metervlogical, geological, etc., has been 
rendered with alacirty, and by the first men of science 
in their several departments. Special inquiries also 
addressedto our own citizens, touching various points 
of interest, have received immediate and respectful at- 
tention. On the basis of our experience thus far, the 
expectation is entertained that all the facts required 
from our various town officers likewise, will be for- 
warded to this offive with such promptitude, as in the 
result to furm a memorable exception to the usual lag- 
gard progress of statistical collections. 

Our circulars sent to parties beyond the State, havein 
several cases subsequently made known to us, failed to 
reach their destination. If the municipal offisers of 
any city, town or plantation in the State have not re- 
ceived documents from this office, they are respectfully 

uested to apprise the Secretary thereof forthwith. 

n some cases the town officers find it convenient to 
employ a competent person to make returns in their 
behalf. In all such instances, they are requested to

Such an exhibit would be deemed de- 
sirable, however, as is evident, only in case of large 
and important powers, Whenever this form of adver- 
tising their resources is had in view by any town, cor- 
respondence with this offize should be opened to the in- 
tent of a mutual understanding and agreement. 

The disposition has been expressed in various local- 
ities to aid the Commission in the survey of the power 
there situated. It is suggested that wherever this is 
carried into effect, it will be done most economically 
for the parties concerned, and most satisfactorily with 
respect to the advertising efficacy of the enterprise, if 
the funds are placed in the hands of the Commission, 
so that the work may be done by its engineers, and 
the resulting report be therefore official, and not look- 
ed upon as ex parte, as it might be if furnished by a 
merely locai surveyor. The Commission will be glad 
to receive such co-operation, and will put a force at 
once upon any field thus designated for immediate sur- 
v 





ey. 

If town officers will furnish all the facts at their 
command, or accessible with some painstaking, we 
shall be able, out of that material alone, to make such 
an exhibit, as never has been made of the water-pow- 
er of any other equal or twice greater area in the 
world. At best not more than half of our domain can 
be reached by our circulars or can be represented in 
our Report. We need all the facts at the earliest mo-

Experiments in Feeding Cattte. 


In England everything connected with agriculture 
is experimented in, without regard to , imevery 
possible way. In no country has the cultivation of the 
soil been carried toa higher state of perfection, or in 
which it is more productive, and as an occupstion, 
more lucrative. We always read with pleasure the re- 
sults of farming, and especially the many experiments 
which are tried there with a view to discover the most 
successful and profitable way of conducting the vari- 
ous operatians on the farm. 

The following experiment in feeding cattle with 
cooked and with fermented food, was lately tried upon 
one of the largest estates. It will be seen that this 
experiment suggests the importance of great care aud 
caution in feeding, before a decided opinion is adopted 
in so nice and delicate a subject as the nutrition of ani- 
mals, the health and constitution of which 18 80 various. 

Four heifers were selected, as equal in all 
as possible; and six pigs were alw selected, from the 
same family; each iot was dividel by the selection, 
alternately, of an animal. All were weighed, and at 
the end of each week during the experiment each ani- 
mul was weighed. 

In the first week of the experiment the fermented 
food consumed was much less than the other, and the 
increase of the pigsin live weight is a considerable 
more; and the heifers also seemed to have made rapid 
advances. The second week, however, changed the 
scene entirely, Those on cooked food were making 
steady progress, while those on fermented food had 
produced scarcely an increase from the preceding week. 
It was then observed that the bowels of the lot using 
fermented food had been confined, and bad become free 
in the second. The apparent success in the first week 
was the result of indigestion and accummulations of 
undigested matcer in the intestines. The experiment 
continued for twelve weeks—those on cooked food 
thriving and increasing, the others not. On slaught- 
ering them, it was found that the intestines of the 
three fed on fermented food were full of worms—thus 
accounting for their not advancing. There was a dif- 
ference in the return of the lots of pigs in favor of 
those fed on cooked food of £1 7 3. 

Koowing as we do that there is a considerable dif- 
ference of opinion among farmers upon this question, 
the above is submitted to their attention in the hope 
that they will give us their own views upon the sub- 
ject, which is one, they will all admit, worthy of con- 
sideration.— Germantown Telegraph. 





Improvement of Soils. 





When sand rests upon a clay subsoil, it is often very 
much improved by penetrating the subsoil in plowing, 
and mingling the two together, since the clay furnish- 
es the necessary amendment to such soils, ‘There is 
no way of improving soils more permanent in its char- 
acter than this proper admixture of soils. They are 
more easily tilled, are more susceptible to the influence 
of manure, and can be more cheaply kept in a state of 
productiveness. 

The most fertile soils are those in which the differ- 
ent earthy constituents are properly balanced and in 
the improvement of farms it~is well to look to the 
character of soil, and consider whether there are not 
other means within reach, apart from direct applica- 


telligently or judiciously to the important matter of | tion of manure for its improvement. Land badly bal- 


anced in its composition, will, perhaps, require a long 
series of years in the application of organic manures, 
before it reaches a condition, to which often it may be 
brought in a short time, by mingling with it a portion 
of the soil of an adjacent field. In many instances 
the expense of cartage in removing clay, sand, &c., 
renders their use impracticable, but frequently it can 
be effected cheaply, and will pay largely for the per- 
manent character of the improvement made. Sandy 
soils are benefited from the clay chiefly, by reason of 
its power as an absorbent, whereby manures, or mat- 
ter resulting from the decomposition of roots and veg- 
etables are retained, and made available for the food 
of plants, while the sand benefits the clay soils by 
breaking up its tenacious qualities, and altering its 
texture, rendering it more easily worked and permea- 
ble to air, water and the roots of plants.— Ulica 
| Herald. 





A Smali Leak. 


The remark of your correspondent, W. H. White, 
suggests many examples of a similar kind. One was 
this: A muskrat perforated a valuable embankment 
connected with a mill-dam, and the water began to 
escape slowly through it, The engineer would charge 
a dollar for repairing it, which the miller refused to 
pay. The next day, the hole being larger, the offer 
| Was acvepted; but the charge was then two dollars, 
| which was again refused. On the third day the wa-

| ter had made fearful havoc, and the mill owner was 
' compelled to pay the fifty dollars charged, rather than 
| have his whole property threatened by the advancing 
| flood it is thus with many farm operations. To save 
| the expense of two or three days hoeing, when the 
| weeds are an inch high, it becomes necessary to expend 
| twenty or thirty days after they have grown a foot, 
|and the crop is diminished more than one-half besides. 
The farmer saves five dollars by stinting his cattle at 
|one period, and expends twenty-five or fifty to regain 
' the flesh and thrift, which a little timely feeding might 
have imparted. A patch of quack grass, Canada this- 
, tle, or some other weed, obtains asmall foothold in the 
corner of a field where it might be easily destroyed; 
but is neglected until half the field is covered, and 
destruction is impossible, except at heavy expense. 
Sometimes two or three hours are saved in a year by 
omitting the trouble of sheltering tools, and plows. 
harrows, cultivators, waggons and carts are exposed 
through all weathers, causing breakage and decay, a 
thousand times greater than the small trouble of hous- 
ing. Examples like these mig! t be enumerated indef- 
inately.—Aceg, in Country Genileman.

Watking Horses. 


The best gait a horse can have for every day use is 
a good walk. It is a gait that not one im ten possesses. 
Colts are not trained to walk in all the Eastern States. 
Young America wants more speed. Kentucky has 
more good walking horses than any other State; for 
there horseback travelling has been in fashion for men 
and women, over» country where muddy roads, at 
some seasons, rendered any other gait impossible, and 
so horses have been bred for the saddle and trained to 
a walking gait. This is also the cage in all the West- 
ern States, and perhaps might have been so in New 
England, when our grandmothers rode to meeting on 
pillions behind our grandfathers. But one-hdrse wag- 
ons have put horseback riding out of fashion, and 
now a goud walking horse is more rare than one that 
can trot a mile in 2.40. 

At the Springfield (Mass.) Horse Show of 1860, the 
writer was one of a committee to award prizes to the 
teo best. walking horses. Out of seventeen entered, 
the committee fyund but one which was considered a 
first-rate walker. This was a Morrill mare, which 
walked five miles an hour with ease. Two others were 
fuir- walkers, and the others kuew no gait that could 
be called walking, At the New York State Fair the 
same state of facts was again developed. A letter from 
Wisconein says: “I think borses tramed to walk fast 
would be a greater benefit to farmers in general than 
fast trotters, as almost all of bis work bas to be done 
with a walk.’’ I once knew a man in Massachusetts, 
who, befure the railroads were built, kept from two to 
four teams at work on the road, and never allowed 
them te trot at all, and made the distance in quicker 
time than bis neighbors, who made their horses trot at 
every convenient place. He said that when a horse 
commenced to walk after a trot, he walked much slow- 
er than his common gait, if kept on a walk, and there- 
by lost more than he gained. Will farmers think of 
this, and pay more attention to walking horses ?— So- 
lon Robinson. 





Feeding Horses and Oxen. 





The two require different treatment, Nature has 
provided some animals with two receptacles to store 
away food; these are the rufinants—such a» the ox, 
the deer, rabbit, etc. 

The one receptacle is intended to receive the food as 
it is taken in its half masticated condition. This is 
usually stowed away—an ox filling his stomach in 4 
short time. Then time is required to bring this back 
and reduce it to a condition for digestion This ocou- 
pies a long time; «nd the night is oftea the only space 
allotted to working cattle to perform this operation, 
in which case there must be consequent suffering and 
falling away of flesh; for the night is not suffivient 
time—or if sufficient, is the time forrest. Taere must 
be chewing the cud during the day. Regular feeding, 
with proper intervals for mastication, are indispens..- 
ble to the health and working condition oftheox. All 
rumivants require this. 

The horse requires different treatment. His food 
must be thoroughly masticated at first, as it goes 
through this process but once. Skill the horse has the 
advantage over the ox. What little food the horse gots 
will benefit him, let him be worked hard or otherwise. 
The ox will not be benefitted a particle unless he is 
permitted to remasticate his food; and he will not be 
permitted, if he is worked constantly during the day. 
A hard mister will soon use him up. Give him his 
standing spells—or, better, let him liedown. This 
Will save him, and a great deal of work can be gotten 
out of him in this way.— Valley Farmer. 





What Good Farming will Do, 


Dr. Geo. B. Loring, Presidext of the New England 
Agricultural Society, in his recent address before that 
Society, told some important truths, which were aptly 
illustrated. fle congratulated the country on the fact 
that, within past few years, the farmers had done so 
much toward utilizing the inductions of the scientific 
theorists, and that the latter had so materially aided 
the farmers in their practical application of scientific 
methods of culture. He claimed that the New Eng- 
land was destined to become the great school of agri- 
culture for the rest of the Union. Her barren soil re- 
quires close and scientific culture, and her farmers 
must necessarily use not only their hands but their 
brains. 

What can be done he illustrated by this example: 
*‘He knew a man in Massachusetts, who, in 1825,— 
bought twenty acres of land, He has applied to it all 
the accurate knowledge he could get. There is no 
month in the year that something does not bloom on 
his farm; there is something green there always; and 
he always has some crop to send tg market, You 
walk through it and find everything going on just as 
regularly, accurately and carefully as the cotton 
through the loom. He has m his affairs with 
pradence, accuracy and care, and has made from his 
farm of twenty acres two hundred and fifty thousand 
| dollars in forty years. There is no illegal farming, no 
illegitimate farming, no careless farming that will 
thrive in New Epgland.”’

At the Furmers’ Institute, N. Y., a few days 
since, Mr. Daniel F Rogers, of Ill , said :—**It seews 
to be a question what sutjects are proper for discus- 
sion at the Furmers' Club meetings. In my opinion, 
there is no subject of any considerable importance to 
mankind, a liberal and intelligent discussion of which 
is not within the proper limits of any farmers’ club. 
Many farmers seem to think that farmers’ talk should 
be only of farm stock—pigs, poultry, plowing and ma- 
| bure. 

There is nothing in the occupation of a farmer that 
makes it necessary that he should grovel in the dirt; 
| nothing in the occupation of a farmer to prevent his 
‘being an educated man. Intelligence, with them, 

should be as free and glowing as the sunshine and air 
in which we live."’ 

This sentiment elicited warm applause, as it should. 
| The more practical knowleige the farmer has—knoq!- 
edge that can be applied to his business in all its bear- 
ings, and that will embrace nearly all the sciences and 
| arts—the more he well enjoy his profession, and the 
|more power he will possess to make that profession 
| profitable in a money point of view, as well as agreea- 
| ble to his tastes. 

It is entirely an error, from beginning to end, to say 
| that the farmer need not be an educated m. No 
| business on earth, it seems to us, needs it more, be- 
|caase his business is the source and support of all 
other business —V. E. Farmer. 


Care of Gardens. 


How much may be produced in a garden cannot be 
easily estimated. With very little care and at small 
expense, the fruit and vegetables required for any or- 
—— family may be grown on @ few square rods of 


ground. 

Yet how few people, especially farmers, and me- 
chanies with an acre of land, give attention to garden 
culture They plow over a little sprce, sometimes 
spade it up, put on a few scrapings from the barnyard 
sow Onions, beets, parsnips, sometimes a little lettuce, 
plant a few peas, beans and cucumbers, set out a few 
cabbages, and after one or two hoings leave them to 
their fate—which is to be choked with weeds or de- 
stroyed by iusects. 

An acquaintance of ours who came into the city 
with his own team, on the first day of the borse fair, 
driving some 15 or 18 miles, took note of the gardens 
which he passed oy the road. He recortled the whole 
number which he saw as 202. Of these 58 seemed to 
have had some care—some more and others less—none 
of them too much, and many of them by far too little; 
while the remainder, 144, showed evidence of having 
been entirely nglected; and this too in towns within

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The Reciprocity Treaty. 

We called the attention of our readers a few months 
since to the condition of: our trade with the Provinces. 
We felt then that mutual-injury would arise from its 
abrogation, and subsequent events have only served 
to strengthen that conviction. It is true that our 
Provincial neighbor’ treated us during the war in a 
way that was not at all creditable to them, but it was, 
no doubt, owing largely to the wrong impressions they 
had received of our actual position. They supposed 
that we should be compelled to allow the South a sep- 
arate form of government, and that they would open 
new channels of trade with them, which would com- 
pel the Northern States to adopt a different policy. 
We do not say that this was their chief and only mo- 
tive for the course they took: National prejudices are 
easily kindled in some minds. We remember of trav- 
eling in the Provinees of New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia, during the Crimean war, when we were fre- 
quently reminded of the feeling among the States in 
favor of the Russians and against Great Britain. A 
secret wish was manifest that the British troops might 
be whipped. This was natural enough. 

It was only when the Provinces saw that we should 
bring the South to terms that they were impressed 
with the course they were pursuing—that they were 
sending their lumber, their ship timber, their flour, 
their potatoes and other articles, to the States, where 
they found a ready market free from duty, while they 
were injuring the most these who had treated them 
the best. It is not at all surprising that the Recipro- 
city Treaty was broken off. That our good Provincial 
neighbors needed punishing a little, we fully believe, 
but in doing it we do not feel as though we should too 
severely punish ourselves. 

During the continuance of that treaty, there was a 
lively trade between the States and the Provinc es 
The benefits were mutual. Experience, no doubt, 
proved that some amendments were necessary for the 
mutual good. This could easily have been effected, 
but since its abrogation, theré has been almost an en- 
tire cessation of certain articles of trade, and some 

kinds of business, particularly important to Maine, 
are suffering as consequence. Shipbuilding is an 
important interest to Maine, and to the whole country. 
Nowhere, with proper facilities, can they be built 
cheaper and better than in Maine. When ship timber 
was admitted to the country free from duty, it was a 
thriving business in Maine, but now many yards are 
rapidly closing up in the western part of Maine. They 
can build ships cheaper in New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia than in Maine. This ought not to be so. 

Then we need Canada flour. Immense quantities 
were imported into New England from the Canadas 
during the operation of the treaty. It furnished a cer- 
tain grade of flour at a cheap rate to our citizens. 
Then there are years when our potato crop is small. 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick eould supply our 
large towns with potatoes at such rates as would for- 
bid exhorbitant prices. So too with wood and other 
articles. 

Now we believe the present state of things.should 
not continue longer. National feeling is a very fool- 
ish notion, when it serves but to injure both parties. 
We trust that our delegation from Maine will candidly 
and carefully investigate this matter, and so arrange 
the business affairs of the two countries that they will 
not suffer from any unnecessary hindrances to a free, 
and as far as practicable, an unrestricted commerce, 
Hemmed in as Maine is, she must always saffer severe- 
ly so long as these severe restrictions are placed upon 
her intercourse with the Provinces. We confess, in 
spite of our decided loyalty, that we are always glad 
to hear of the prosperity of eur Provincial neighbors, 
or, perhaps we ought to say, of the inhabitants of the 
Dominion of Canada, and we trust that the leading 
men of the Dominion will carefully reconsider the 
question of reciprocity, and give us a chance to sell 

them our Yankee notions in lieu of theirs. 





Tue Harvest 1x Marve. .The Augnsta eorrespon- 
dent of the Boston Journal has taken pains to obtain 
information from reliable sources and gives an esti- 
mate of the result of agricultural operations in this 
State the present season. He states that the crops 
will not compare in abundance with last year, except 
in hay. The yield of this as compared with last year 
is set down as one-third more, or 1,300,000 tons. This 
is equal to the yield of 1865, which was a good year 
and fally up to the average yield. In Eastern Maine 
the crop is fully one-third above an average and gen- 
erally well.secured. It was a wet haying season, rain 
frequent, yet not what farmers term ‘“‘catching weath- 
er,’’ by reason’ of frequent showers. In Kennebec 
county the crop is as large as ever and generally well 
secured, In Piscataquis county the crop is the largest 
ever harvested, and as a general thing of excellent 
quality. In Lincoln county the crop has been large— 
one-third of English and two-thirds of meadow and 
marsh—but badly saved. In Franklin county the 
crop/is more than an average, and was secured mostly 
in, good condition. Indian corn, which, next to hay, 
is our most reliable and important crop, will yield a 
crop equal to that of last year, or about 1,300,000 
bushels. The wheat crop will show a falling off, or 
about 150,000 bushels to 200,000 of last year, In 
some counties there was but little sowed, while im 
others a greater breadth of land than ever. Oats are 
reported not up to am average, and in some localities 
a failure. Two millions of bushels will be about the 
yield. Barley will yield 4 full crop, or about 700,000 
bushels. The rye crop shows a falliig off about one- 
half, or say about 100,000 bushels. The potato crop 
has been damaged badly by the rust and rot, and al- 
though not yet secured, it is safe to estimate that the 
yield will be at least one-third less than that of last 
year, or about 4,000,000 bushels, with a prospect of a 
greater decrease. In some counties the crop will be a 
failure, whilst in others about one half the usual yield 
Will be secured. Apples may be regarded as a failure, 
and already speculators are securing all they can get 
at $5 per barrel. 


Tue Storm. On Monday last we had a cold north 
easterly rain storm with now and then a flurry of 
snow as an interlude. The rain was accompanied 
with a cold severe wind, and on the whole the day was 
as unpleasant and disagreeable as we often have, even 
at this time of year. This, Tuesday, morning, how- 
ever, we are favored with a bright sun and clear sky, 
both of which indicate settled weather. We antici- 
pate more pleasant and favorable weather the present 
than we have had the past month.

So cautious are the officers 
of these banks that they are constantly on the watch 
to keep ahead of the rogues by adopting such measures 
as shall thwart all their efforts. This idea should per- 
vade the minds of all who have funds in trust. We 
know of only one association in this State whose 
avowed object isthe apprehension of the thief and 
the recovery of property. This is the Horse Thief 
Association, so called, whose headquarters are in 
Bridgton. This association has been in operation, 
we helieve, about fifty years, and has been remarkably 
vigilant and suceessful. We think that theft or rob- 
bery rarely occurs at. present in that vicinity.

the fact that twelve millions of dollars’ worth of bread 
stuffs were exported in the first four months of 1867, 
immense numbers of immigrants were fed, a much 
larger amount of wheat used for seed than usual, with 
a large surplus still remaining over, it is gratifying to 
know that we shall have a surplus this year to more 
than make good the deficiency—not the ‘‘failure,”’ for 
there nerer was a failure of the wheat crop in this 
country—of the last three crops of wheat. . Four 
States—West Virginia, Kentucky, Ohio, and Indiana 
—made but half a crop. No other States were in that 
category, and Iowa, Missouri, and Kansas made a good 
crop. Instead of a deduction of fifty per cent., or 
ninety millions of bnshels, which would at least have 
threatened a famine, scarcely more than a third of 
that deduction should be made. For three years past 
the product has been but about five bushels to each in- 
habitant. The crop of 1850, if the census returns are 
correct, was but five and a half bushels to each per- 
son. The yield the present year is about six bushels. 
The statistical returns show an improvement in win- 
ter wheat over last year, in every State but Texas, 
Nebraska, and Minnesota, the diminution in the jat- 
ter case being but four per cent. The highest im- 
provement is in Ohio, 160 per cent.; Georgia, 96; 
West Virginia, 78; Tennessee, 72; Indiana, 54; Ken- 
tucky, 53; Michigan, 35; Vermont, 25; New Jersey, 
25; New York, 17, &c. Spring wheat was a less va- 
riable product last year, and there is consequently less 
variation in the figures used in the present compari- 
son. All the States, however, except Vermont, New 
York, and Pennsylvania, show an increase on last 
year.

Exvecrion 1x Nasnvitts. Serious apprehensions 
have been felt of a violent collision between the State 
and city authorities in reference to the election of the 
municipal officers in Nashville, Tennessee, on Satur- 
day last. The city authorities it seems, declared that 
they intended to hold an election for municipal officers 
on the above day under the Amended Charter of 1858 
in disregard of Gov. Brownlow’s proclamation, which 
iusists that it shall be held under the franchise law 
giving the negroes the right to vote. The local au- 
thorities declared that they were ready to fight the 
armed State militia, while the State officials in turn 
declared that the franchise law should be enforced if it 
brought every arnted man in Tennessee to Nashville. 
In this emergency the Government was called upon to 
interfere and Gen. Thomas was instructed to use the 
military force at his command to preserve the peace. 
At the same time, Gen. Grant informs Gen. Thomas 
that the military cannot be made use of to defeat the 
Executive of a State in enforcing laws of a State, and 
ordering him not to prevent the legal State force from 
executing State executive orders. 

The result is, as we learn by despatches from Nash- 
ville, that the election on Saturday passed off quietly. 
The radical ticket for Mayor and City Council was 
elected with little opposition. The colored voters were 
out in considerable uumbers, while the mass of the 
whites declined te vote. Alden’s majority over Sco- 
ville is 15,000. The city authorities will not recog- 
nize the legality of the election and will hold on until 
the question is decided by the courts, if not ejected by 
the military authorities. 





Tue Verritt Cass. Welearn from the Lewiston 
Journal that the subject of a hearing on a motion for 
a new trial in the Verrill murder case on the ground of 
new testimony, was brought up at the 8. J. Court in 
Auburn, Friday P. M., by counsel, Judge Walton pre- 
siding.

Gy In April last the house, barn and outbuildings 
belonging to Hon. A. G. Jewett, Mayor of Belfast were 
destroyed by fire. Soon after he purchased the Web- 
ster farm, on the Lincolnville road, about half a mile 
from the city, had it well stocked with cattle, and pur- 
chased an excellent variety of farming implements, 
and during the past summer has been hard at work 
farming, cutting on his farm about 150 tons of hay, 
besides raising the usual variety of potatoes, vegeta- 
bles, &c.

TRovuBLe IN GeornGIA BETWEEN THE MILITARY AND 
Juprcrat AutHorities. A despatch from Augusta, 
Ga., says Judge Reese, of the Superior Couit, writes 
to Gen. Pope that he cannot carry out the recent jury 
order, the same being in violation of the laws of Geor- 
gia and the State and Federal Constitution. Judge 
Reese claims that registration is entirely optional and 
not compulsory, and because a man who may be other 
wise & loyal citizen does not register, it is no reason 
why he should be excluded from serving on the jury. 
Gen Pope replies that the military bill gives him 
the right to set aside any law of the State which comes 
in confitet with the military bill. Orders 53 and 55 
were issued by virtue of the power vested in him by 
Congress. He considers the jury orders necessary to 
the execution of the reconstruction acts which became 
laws in the manner provided by the Constitution. As 
that question has been presented to the Supreme Court 
and that tribunal has decided that it had no judrisdic- 
tion, the further consideration of that question by a 
subordinate military or judicial officer is scarcely ad- 
missible. Gen. Pope concludes by requiring Judge 
Reese to carry ot his orders. 

Judge Reese in a second goes over similar grounds 
to those in his first letter, arriving at the conclusion 
that he cannot confrom to Gen. Pope’s orders, but 
shall continue to discharge the duties of his office as 
heretofore until prohibited, 

Gen. Pope then requested Judge Reese to resign, 
which he refuses to do, but considers his letter as a 
positive prohibition against the exercise by him of ju- 
dicial powers.

Srares. In Louisiana on Friday last, the election for 
@ convention to revise the constitution of the State 
was held under the reconstruction act. In the muni- 
cipal districts of New Orleans, 7090 votes were cast, 
nearly all of which were for a convention. The num- 
bur of registered voters in these districts is 24,236. 
Apprehension is felt that unless the vote throughout 
the State is heavier the proposition for a convention 
will fail, the law requiring a majority of those regis- 
tered to vote in the election. 

The registration of voters had been completed and 
elections ordered in four Southern States as follows: 
Louisiana, whites, 44,732; blacks, 82,907. Virginia, 
whites, 115,157; blacks, 101,490. Georgia, whites, 
95,503; blacks, 93,417. Alabama, whites, 72,747; 
blacks, 88,248. It will be seen that the blacks havea 
majority in Alabama and Leuisiana. Registration has 
been completed in South Carolina, but the election is 
not yet ordered. The election will be held in Virginia, 
Oct. 22d; in Georgia, Oct. 29th; in Alabama, Oct. 29th.

She sailed from New York laden 
with an assorted cargo bound for Valparaiso on the 
26th of December last, since which time no tidings 
have been heard from her and she doubtless foundered 
at sea in some of the terrible hurricanes which pre- 
vailed on the Atlantic coast about that time.

McCrillis had with him his only son 23 years of age 
who was first mate, and his wife, and a daughter aged 
16, leaving one daughter at home, who it is feared is 
now the sole survivor of the family. Capt. McCrillis’ 
age was about 46. He had followed the sea almost un- 
interruptedly for thirty-six years, and this voyage 
was the last he intended to make. He was one of ours 
most enterprising shipmasters and was highly esteem- 
ed. There is a possibility that the vessel may yet be 
heard from, but considering the lapse of time since 
her sailing, it is very doubtful.

All the volunteers of 
Garibaldi who had gathered at various points on the 
Roman frontier have been compelled to disperse and 
retire by the Italian troops. 

Victor Emanuel has issued another proclamation, 
in which he says the faith ofthe Government is pledg- 
ed in its treaties with foreign powers, and it is exact- 
ed of it the painful duty of arresting Garibaldi, the 
acknowledged leader of violation of thse treaties. 

Frorence, Sept. 25. It is said that the Italian Goy- 
eroment nas offered to send Garibaldi, to his home at 
Caprera and relieve him of all restraint, if he will 
give his parole not to engage in further hostilities 
against the Roman States. 

Frorence, Sept. 26. Attempts have been male to 
renew the disturbances, which occurred in this city on 
the news of Garibaldi’s arrest, Lut they all proved ab- 
ortive. The Government, without resorting to regular 
troops called out the National Guards, and with their 
assistance checked all outbreaks before they became 


| formidable. 


Brussets, Sept, 26. A dispute has arisen between 
Leopold of Belgium and the Emperor, ia regard te the 
settlement of the estate of Maximilian. 

Lonpon, Sept. 26. Another trial of the Rodman 
gun was made at Shoeburyness yesterday. In one 
case the gun was loaded with 100 pounds of American 
serviee powder. The projectile passed entirely through 
an 8 inch iron plated target placed at a distance of 70 
yards, This target is one that has been used a long 
time for these experiments and has withstood some of 
the severest tests. 

Fiorence, Sept. 26. Serious riots have broken out 
at Udine, 60 miles from Venice. Armed bands par- 
aded the streets clamoring for revolution. These 
bands were largely composed of Garibaldian volunteers 
who had been compelled to fly from the Roman fron- 
tier by the Italian troops. 

Geneva, Sept. 27. Crowds of men assembled in 
the streets yesterday and loudly cried out for the re- 
lease of Garibaldi. Some violence was done, but no 


one was injured. 


Fiorence, Sept. 27, The partisans of Garibaldi are 


creating tumults in various parts of Italy for the pur- 
pose of obtaining the release of their leader. It is re- 
ported that the King is abeut to issue a proclamation 
calling an extraordinary session of Parliament. 
Dusuin, Sept. 27. Fears are entertained that the 
Fenians here, emboldened by the success of the mob at 
Manchester, will make a similar effort to rescue Capt. 
Moriarty, who is now undergoing sentence of impris- 
onment. The Government is taking all necessary pre- 


cautions against such an attempt. Forty Fenian con 
victs, who have hitherto been imprisoned in Lrish jails, 
have been seat to Portland, England, for safekeeping 

Lonpon. Sept. 27. Owing to the report that a sup- 
posed Fenian vessel had been seen off the county of 
Kerry, the Government dispatched a number of gun- 
boats to guard the southern and western coast of [re- 
land. 

F.orexce, Sept. 29. Garabaldi has written a letter 
in which he says the Romans have the right, which all 
slaves have, of rising against their oppressors, and 
that it is the duty of Italians to help them in their 
struggle for liberty. He hopes his fellow patriots will 
not be discouraged by their last reverse, and exhorts 
them to re-organize and march on again to the lib- 
eration of Rome. The le:ter concludes with an appeal 
to the Liberal party of [taly, declaring that the eyes 
of the world are turned upon them and the nations of 
the world anxiously await the result of their action in 
the present crisis. 

Frorence, Sept. 29. The particulars of the riots in 
various parts of Italy last week show that they were 
more serious than at first reported. In some cities the 
mobs were fierce and obstinate and the troops were fre- 

uently obliged to use their bayonets and sometimes to 
fire upon the people. Many citizens and some soldiers 
were killed and a large number wounded.
